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REMARKS 

The Office action acknowledges Rogers (US 5,397,991) does not describe or 
suggest determining at least one current value of a generator mechanical power input 
upon energization of an electrical consumer in a motor vehicle. However, the Office 
action asserts, determining such a current value was obvious, because "Rogers sets forth 
the increasing and decreasing of the input current to the alternator[, and, therefore,] the 
current must be monitored (i.e. determined) to known if the current has been, in fact, 
increased or decreased." 

Applicants respectfully submit, determining the current to an alternator is not the 
same as determining the fuel consumption of an electrical consumer. Claim 1 has been 
amended to make clear that it requires determining the fuel consumption of an electrical 
consumer in a motor vehicle with an internal combustion engine. This requirement was 
previously in the preamble of claim 1 . Rogers does not obviate determining the fuel 
consumption of an electrical consumer. The Office action makes no allegation to the 
contrary. 

The preamble has been removed from claims 4 and 6 to make clear these claims 
do not require determining the fuel consumption of an electrical consumer. Claim 7 has 
been broadened by rewriting the list of input quantities as a Markush group. New claim 
1 1 finds support throughout the specification, for example, in the first paragraph on page 
1 of the specification. New claims 12 and 13 find support throughout the specification, 
for example, in the first full paragraph on page 9 of the specification. New claims 14, 15, 
and 16 represent the subject matter of claims 4, 6, and 7, which originally depended from 
claim 1, to make clear the scope of claim 1 still encompasses this subject matter.
